“Tracks aNd Traces” of the 1577 
students who began the school year will be 
left imprinted on the record books and on 
the minds of those who spent the year 
here. An explosion of changes and 
detonation of events throughout 1997-98 
left a wake that influenced our school and 
community. 

Bear tracks left their mark in Big Red 
Country when PHHS debated on changing 
the school mascot from the Indian Chief to 
a grizzly bear. Some concerned local Native 
Americans objected to our high school’s 
portrayal of the Chief in the full headdress 
adorned with feathers; Feathers are 
symbols of distinctions granted to 
individuals who achieved them, like the 
way our Big Reds work to earn varsity 
letters. The feathers on our Chief had not 
been earned, but were instead used as 
decoration. The issue set sparks in 1989 
and was reignited with the protest. As a 
result, the Indian Mascot Committee made 
tracks toward a new mascot and traced the 
way to the grizzly bear-a North American 
beast honored by the Native Americans for 
its strength and cunning, as well as being 
a formidable opponent. The Indian logo 
and the name “Big Reds” will stay with the 
school, but the new mascot’s tracks will 


likely be bear paw prints. 

A surge in the student population from 
1467 people enrolled last year to 1577 this 
year created a need for more teachers. 
Because there was a boom of 100 more new 
students ( mostly freshmen ) than planned, 
classes had to be juggled around to keep 
the contractual limit of 33 pupils per class. 

Port Huron and Point Edward also left 
their tracks in history with a $79.3 million 
spectacle-the second Blue Water Bridge. 
Construction began May 19, 1995 on a 
continuous tied-arch design, contrary to 
popular opinion which favored a duplicate 
to the 1938 truss bridge. When the second 
span was completed in July, colorful bursts 
of fireworks lit the sky surrounding the 
double structures as the cities celebrated. 
The next day, an estimated 200,000 people 
made tracks across the new bridge to join 
in on the historic Bridge Walk. The 
explosion of Canadians and Americans who 
took part in the event was ten times the 
number expected and consisted of a mass 
of participants from outside the area. 

The burst of activities and blast of 
changes exploded at Port Huron High and 
in Port Huron, leaving us traces of 
memories and letting us make our own 
tracks.

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Leaving A Trace 

Students had a dramatic change in their schedules, 
giving them more time to leave their traces in school. The 
State Legislature proposed the 1996 School Code that will 
eventually have Port Huron Area Schools and other 
schools across the state going almost year round. 

Michigan’s schools are going an extra day longer 
this year than the previous 180 days. This is the first 
part of a ten year plan to have students, by the year 2007, 
going to school for 190 days! The PHHS School 
Administrator also gave the okay to add an extra twelve 
minutes to the school day. This meant that PH students 
would be going one hour and thirty-four minutes more 
than is required this year. This is the second part of the 
ten-year plan put into effect by the State, to have students 
going 1230 hours a year. PH pupils may complain about 
this, but Northern students are going an extra three hours 
and thirty minutes a year! 

Students are not the only ones who have to go to 
school longer. Teachers will have to go for five extra days 
for Professional Development . New teachers also must 
add orientation days. 

By the year 2007, students across the state will be 
going 1230 hours in 190 days! What a change!

Tracks to Success 

An overriding word in our school curriculum has 
been “change” as faculty, administrators, parents, and 
students joined forces to create programs that 
emphasized new trends. 

One effect has been to get both students and teachers 
out of the building for field trips and conferences. The 
Social Studies department sent students to the 
Holocaust Museum to show what happens in corrupt 
governments. U.S. History students traveled to 
Meadowbrook Hall, a 1920 English Tudor mansion 
with over a hundred rooms. In November, English 
teachers spent time at the National Council of Teachers 
of English Conference held in Detroit. French students 
viewed Moliere’s Le Malade Imaginaire at the Townsley 
Theater at Washtenaw Community College in Ann 
Arbor. Problems of Democracy students were required 
to attend tw o city council meetings. 

Another effort has been to add more variety within 
school and within the classrooms. French and Social 
Studies students shared the time with the Burkina 
Faso West African Children’s team dancers and singers. 
Guest speaker Paul Anstine, a former PHHS student, 
spoke to Mrs. Barrett’s students about life in the 
Marines. The physical education department brought 
speakers Jennifer Coppina, Sue Amato, and Ruth 
Napolitan into the school to talk to the girls. POD 
continued its tradition of recruiting speakers with 
career options. As a reminder of safety, seniors 
attended a victim panel assembly sponsored by MADD.

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Students are required to have 40 credits 
out of a possible 48 credits. They have 28 to 
do whatever they want with, but what 
about the other 20 credits? The answer is 
required classes. 

First, there is science. Students have to 
have one year of a life science like General 
Life Science, or if they are looking for 
something more difficult, they may want to 
take Biology. Students also have to take one 
year of a physical science like General 
Physical Science or Chemistry. That is four 
credits out of the way. 

Now, on to math. Pupils are required to 
take two years of math whether it be Algebra, 
Geometry, Trigonometry, Statistics, or 
Calculus. 

Social Studies is the third category. 
Freshmen must take Civics; when they 
become sophomores they get to take United 
States History. Seniors have to take POD 
That is six credits more.

After that students can choose to take 
Advanced Composition, Writing Process, 
Speech, American Literature, or British 
Literature. No matter what they choose, 
they have to take, and pass, three years of 
English. 

Taking and passing mandatory classes 
will help students gain half the required 
credits to leave tracks in Port Huron’s history 
as a Big Red.

The third annual Indian Pow Wow 
was held at Pine Grove Park August 9 and 
10, 1997. A segment of the Blue Water 
Indian Celebration, it honored the Native 
American heritage with a variety of 
traditional dances and festive music. The 
event featured traders, food, competitive 
dancing, drum intertribal dances, and 
authentic clothing. 

At the Pow Wow, residents from both 
sides of the border saw Indian traditions 
come to life. The Blue Water Bridge made 
travel for Canadian Indians and tourists 
alike relatively simple. The Native 
Americans who participated came from as 
close as Port Huron to as far away as 
Walpole Island, located by the city of 
Algonac. 

Many things were sold at the Pow 
Wow; homemade clothing, moccasins, 
bracelets, necklaces, earrings, 
dreamcatchers, and baskets. On display 
were priceless artifacts from past 
generations. 

Jessica Kota, a senior, was named 
Indian Princess. According to the Blue 
Water Indian Celebration Princess 
Committee, the princess “must possess 
knowledge of her tribal traditions, have 
an outgoing personality, and dancing 
ability in either traditional, jingle, or fancy 
dance style.” Jessica is very proud of her 
heritage and in fact, has been instrumental 
in fighting for a change in the Big Red’s 
mascot from a costumed Indian to an as- 
yet undetermined mascot. The previous 
mascots wore unearned headdresses and 
performed at sporting events to pep up the 
crowds. Unfortunately, although there 
was no insult intended, the Indian 
community found fault in some of their 
antics and in the fact that they wore 
costumes/headdresses that they knew little 
about. The dropping of the mascot occurred 
this year. Jessica said many students 
were supportive, but more opposition came 
from adults in the community. At the 
Parent Advisory Committee meeting in 
December, Jessica spoke on the mascot 
issue. 

Historically, the Indian tribes didn’t 
always have respect from the community. 
“I think it was really sad that people had 
to treat Indians the way they did just 
because they were different; they have 
such an interesting culture, if people would 
take the time to learn about it,” said 
Marlene Miller, a spectator at the Pow 
Wow. 

“I hope the Native Americans continue 
to have Pow Wows; they are factual. I 
liked it a lot ,” senior Mary Randolph. The 
people who attended the Pow Wow at 
Grove Park gained information about the 
Native American culture and experienced 
the reenactment of historical events.

Indoor Tracks 

Indoor track is a club sport, not a 
school-sponsored sport.

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To promote the idea of a drug-free school zone, last spring the 
Port Huron Area School District gave local schools the permission 
to use drug dogs to search for illegal substances.
